I ſay, Let us ſuppoſe all this, that for ſome Apes, 
the Church of Rowe continued a Virgin not de- 
flowr'd by any Hereticks ; yet it will by no means 
follow, that ſhedid not proſtitute her Chaſtity in 
after Ages, or that it was not Poſſible for her ever 
ta turn Harlot, There is no reaſon for that Fancy, 
that if men be once in a good State, they ſhall he 
ſo always; much leſs reaſon 1s there for that con. 
ceit, that a Church which is once Pure, ſhall ne. 
ver be defiled : and yet this is the thing which 
many unwary Romaniſts now take for granted, 
that ſince the Faith of their Church was once right 
and ſound ( which'St. Pasl doth here intimate,and 
confeſs) ſhe neither did nor could Adulterateand 
Carrupt it, and fo, that it is as Sincere & Pure now, 
as ever it was mthe Apoltles dayes. And accord- 
ing to this rate Cornelis. a Lapide the Jeluite, doth 
reckon in his notes upon my Text, 7 hat the Faith 
of the Roman Church was ſound in St. Paul's time, 
amd ſo down to St. Jerome's time, and ſo by neceſſay 
conſequence unto this time , for wever hitherto ( ſaith 
he ). hath any Hereſie tainted Rome, as it hath other 
Cities. 

This is a Point neceſſary to be Examined, or ra 
ther a Fallacy that highly deſerves to be DeteQted, 
for the good of ſuch Souls as are willing tobe in- 
ſtructed. And therefore I ſhall take occaſion from 
the Text,and the Day, to ſhew you thele following 
things in Order : 

1, What that Faith was which St. Pas! her. 
commendeth.. . - Toft "41 
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-2. That it was poſſible for this their Faith to be 
altered and corrupted in Afﬀter-ages. 

- 3. That the Ancient Faith of the, Church of 
Rome hath: been de fatto Actually corrupted. 

4. That a Reformation of thoſe Corruptions 
was on qur (ide Juſtifiable. 

And {b-in the laſt place we will leave it to the 
impartialworld to conſider, whether thoſe violent 
Methods are juſtifiable, which the Romaniſts have 
uſed ſince the Reformation, for the Re-eſtabliſhment 
of thoſe Corruptiqns. And of theſe as briefly as 
I can. 

1. What the Faith was which the Apoſtle here 
commendeth the Church of Rome for, and which 
he faith was ſpoken of throughout the whole 
World. It is certain in the gezeral, that the Faith 
of the Church of Rome was not different from the 
Faith of other Churches : for as there was but Oxe 
Lord, ſo there was but Ore Farth over the whole 
Chriſtian World , Epheſ. 4. 5. And the Reaſon 
why ,St. Paul with Thankfulneſs takes notice of 
the Ramazxs Faith was, not becauſe it was Ozher, or 
more Exceltey} .than that which. was received in 
other places, but becauſe Rowe, being the great 
Imperial City, whereunto the world was necel: 
ſitgted: to haveyzgcourſe, the Chriſtian Faith was 
likely thence 40. Dilleminate it ſelf every where 
over all the parts. of the Empire in a very ſhort 
time. Now if we enquire particularly what that 
Faith was, we. ſhall find: it to have been this, viz. 
A Confeſſion of the Neceſſary and Important, Do- 
arines of Chriſtianity ; A Belief of thoſe Mainand 
Eundamental, Truths, touching the Divine —_—_ 
and 
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and Authority of our Bleſſed: Saviour , - touchin 
the things which hedid andſufftered for the Salya- 
tion of the world, and: touching thole ineſtimable 
Bleſſings which wereconſequent hereunto, as the 
SanQihcation of our hearts by the Holy Spirit, the 
Remiſſion of our Sins, andthe Hope of an Happy 
Reſurre&ion to Eternal-Eife for Chrift his 76 
Theſe are the Grand Articles of the Chriſtian 
Faith, and they are ſummed- up in that ſhort Col. 
leftion of Chriſtian Verities , which we call the 
Apoſtles Creed, becauſe ( whether they them- 
ſelves compiled that ColleCtion or no ) it contains 
thoſe main Points and Dottrines which the Apo. 
ſtles preached at Rowe, and in all places beſide, as 
the only Credenda, or matters of Faith, that were 
abſolutely Neceſſary to Salvation. 

Of this we have Teſtimonies abundant : for when 
St. Paul preached at Athens, they were the Fund 
mental & Subſtantial DoQtrines of Chriſtianity which 
he taught, viz. Je/as,and the ReſurretFion,as St. Luke 
tells us, 4.17.18. And when the great Apoſtle wrote 
to the Corinthian Church, he told them, what that 
Goſpel was which hc had received himſelf, and whish 
he had delivered unto them, and by which they were 
to be ſaved; And what was that Goſpel ? Why, a 
ColleRion ſtill of theſe Neceſſary matters of Faith, 
' how that Chriſt died for our ſins, ana that lie-was buried, 

and that he roſe again the third day, according #6 the 
Scriptures , 1 Cor. 15. 1,2, 3, 4. Nay, writing to 
That Church of Rome, whoſe Ancient Faith weare 
now conſidering, he declares what that was, which 
heand the reſt of the Apoſtles made the common 
ſubje& of their diſcourſes (to the Romans, and - 
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all other peopte ) -and till it was of the neceſſary 
and prime-matrers of Faith ; for This, faith he, © 
the word of Faith which we preach, that if thou ſhalt 
confeſs with thy mouth. the Lord Jeſus, and ſhalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raiſed him from 
the dead, thou fbalt be ſaved, Rom. 10,8, 9. Now 
can any thing be plainer than this, That the Faith 
which.all the Apoſtles preach'd, which all Chri- 
ſtian Churches receiv*d, and for which the Roman 
Church is here commended, was made up of thoſe 
principal .DoQtrines which at this day ave find in 
our Creed ? 

To theſe, were it neceſſary to add the Teſtimo- 7?! 4 velans 
nies of Church-writers, I might inſtance in Ter- a rt es 
twllian, Athanaſius, and divers more, who ſpeak- nu. in juitio & 
ing of the Creed, own'd it to have been the One, f** 9m%. 
only, immoveable and ſufficient Rule which all Chri- 
ſtians went by ; the Catholick Faith, and the Faith 
of all Churches in the world, which whoſoever be- 
lieved, was a right Catholick-and ſound Believer. 

But to avoid prolixity, T ſhall only take notice of 
-what we meet with in Irexeus, who lived in the Hhrer. adv. Her. 
very next age tothe Apoſtles; for, rehearſing the i: ©2:3+ 
Articles of the Creed, he tells us, that That was 
the Faith which the whole Church over the whole 
world had received from the Apoſtles and their 
Diſciples; that every Church held, taught, and-kept 
with all diligence and care, aud that the Churches in 
Germany, :» Spain, i» France, i» the Eaftern parts 
of Egypt, in Atrick, aud in the mid-land parts of the 
-world ( which takes in Rome too) did in His dayes 
believe no other Dottrines, than what were contained in 
the Apoſtles Creed, and: that the Univerſal Church was 


One, 
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One, becauſe the Faith of every Charch in the world 
was one and the ſame, and that none either taught moye, 
or believed leſs, than that One Faith did amount unto, 

Alas'! in thoſe dayes the. Creed of all Chrj- 
ſtians was a plain, ealie and ſhort one ; for they 
thought themlelves obliged to this only, to believe 
the Eſſentials of Chriſtianity , and to: lead 
lives ; and it had been well tor Chriſtendom, had 
after-ages taken no other care : but by multiply- 
ing Articles ſome have multiplyed Errors too ; and 
as Seneca obſerved of the old World, that while 
men lived upon a Simple and Natural ſort of Diet, 
they were' very healthful and ſtrong ; but -wltos 
worbos multa fercula feeerunt, when they came to 
be Niece, and Luxurious, and would have variety of 
coſtly Diſhes ſerved up at their Tables,. many 4i{ 
eaſes. followed; 1o it is obſervable in this Caſe ; as 
long as Chriſtians contented themſelves with a 
Simple Religion, anda plain ſhort Creed, ſo long the 
Faith continued in a good ſtate ; but when they 
came to be waxtos, and would needs have this and 
that Point ſet out according to their Gz/o,. Reli- 

ion became Sickly, and men Unſound, and by abu- 
Nog their Learning, they were the leſs Virtuous, 
and the leſs Orthodox, but yet the more Techy 
and Imperious. 

2. But (tocome to our aext Point) I know the 
Church of Rowe will by no means hear. of this, 
that She has play'd any Tricks with the Ancient 
Faith, either by Adding to it, or by Taking from 
it, or by Embaſing it with any Novel Mixtures; 
.nor indeed that it was Poſfble.lor Her to do it, con- 
.(idering that Singular Prerogative of an Ur-erring 
Judgment 
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gement which ſhe pretendeth to have above 
all Churches beſide. But this is a moſt vain and 
ridiculous conceit ; for, becauſe ſhe was faithful 
once, it will no more follow, that ſhe hath been 
6 ever ſince, then it will follow, that becauſe the 
Husbandman ſoweth Wheat in his Field, it ſhall 
bring forth no Tares; or, that becauſe a Child is 
lnaocent upon his Baptiſm, he ſhall never grow 
upto be a Man of Sin ; or, that becaule a Virgin 
is yet unſpotted, ſhe will never turn Whore ; or, 
that becauſe a man is yet in Health, he ſhall never 
becrazy ; or, that becauſe a Town is yet free from 
the Plague, 1t ſhall never be viſited with it; or 
that we ſhall not be 'mortal, becauſe our Climate 
s Temperate, our Air good, our Phyſicians skil- 
ful, and our Food at preſent is wholſome. A long 
Tra& of Time produceth many and great Altera- 
tions ; for one Generation paſſeth away, and ano- 
ther comes ; and many times we ſee, that the Po- 
ſerities of men are not halt ſo good as their Pre- 
tcefſors were, and that Religion which was 
frightly and viſible in One Age, may be almoſt 
in another, Anciently the Faith of the Church 

of Rowe was Right, and her Biſhops were Wile 
and Holy men ; | becauſe ſhe had this Honour 
n the Primitive times, was it impoſſible for her 
wer to loſe it ? Was it Impoſſible, either for the 
= in the fold to catch the Bane ? or for the 
Hepherds to fall aſleep ? or for Wolves to creep 
n unawares , or be encouraged and invited to 
me in at Noon-day ? Why, look ye now, This 
K as great a piece of Nox-ſence, as if you ſhould 
deleve, that oat. the 4 of Loxaon 1s m 
wel 
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wellytockywithzgabKnowingiand* Honeſt Clergy, 
it may not þe as ill ſtockt with a pack of 1lliterate 
and ill men, ſhould Times alter, and our Lawsand 
Government be ſubverted. *Tis true, Chriſt pro. 
miſed his Church, That the Gates of Hell ſhould me 
prevail againſt her : But this promiſe belongs not to 
any One particular National Church , but to the 
Church in Gererat, *Tis.true alſo that Chriſt faid, 
Lo I am with you alwayes, even to the end of the world; 
but *twas ſpoken to 4# the Apoſtles, and to all 
their Succellors for-ever. *Tis true likewile, that 
Chriſt prayed, That Peter's Faith ſhould not fail: 
but this was a Perſonal- reſpe& to Peter himſelf 
but no ſecurity for thoſe that-came after him; and 
we may well wonder, how it ſhould come into the 
head of any ay todream from that Text, that 
becauſe Peter himſelf did not utterly forſake 
the Faith, ergo, it was impoſſible for Marcellinwto 
become an Idolator, or for Eleutherins to turn Mon. 
taniſt, or for Liberizs to fall off to the Arians, or 
for Honorius to be a Monothelite, or for Anaſts 

to turn Neftorian, or for Pope John ( the 23d.ot 
that name) to-teach, That there is no Future ſtate 
of Happineſs, nor any ReſurreQtion of the dead! 
And yet we have proved it upon them, that thele 
ag were done and taught, and that the Faith 
of theſe and other Biſhops of Rome hath aQtualy 
Aled either in whole, or in a very great patt, 
When St. Paul writing to the Church of Ran, 
gave her this warning, Be not high minded, but fea, 
Rom. 11.20. and when he beſought them, tomar 
ſuch as cauſed diviſions and offences contrary to te 


dottrine which they had learned, Rom. 16. 17: =_ 
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the Church of Rome was then in danger of being 
tainted with Scandalous Principles, and of Apoſta- 
tizing from the Truth, and of Falling from the fa- 
your of God ; or elſe the Apoſtle was an Imperti- 
nent man, and ill adviz'd, to give them ſuch Need- 
ks admonitions, and to tell them of danger when 
there was none. | 

3. But not to argue any longer at this rate. If 
itbe made appear, that the Primitive Faith of the 
Church of Rome is Aually corrupted and alter'd, 
that will undeniably prove the Poſſibility of that 

ing. And becauſe this is the main point in de- 
bate, which (if proved ) will at once take away 
all their pleas of an Infallible Spirit, all their pre- 
tences to Antiquity, all their Arguments againſt 
our Reformation, and all thoſe In{inuations where- 
by they beguile Ignorant and Unwary men, I muſt 
delire your patience while I inſiſt ſomewhat large- 
ly and particularly upon it. And for proof hereof 
I might take notice of one Modern Principle in the 
Church of Rome, which doth plainly I»timate and 
Argue a Confeſſion out of their own mouths, that 

have alter'd the D[D Faith ; for the Principle 

s this, That it lies in the yu of their Church, wot 
only to Declare New Articles of Faith, but to Make 
and Conſtitute New Creeds, and to Impoſe them as 
neceſſary to Salvation. The moſt Learned Biſho 
Taylor hath ſhewed this againſt them in his Excel- 
knt Diſſwaſive from Popery, wherein he obſerves 
too, that when Pope Leo the Tenth iſſued out his 
Bull againſt Martin Luther, and condemned him, 
be condemned him for teaching this, among other 
things, That it is not in —_ power of the Church

or Pope to make Articles of Faith. Now, ſaith my 
Learned and Judicious Author rightly, ** It is ng 
« Credible they would publiſh tuch Tavidious and 
« Fll-ſounding DotQtrine to no PR and to ferye 
«< no End ; therefore, it may without further Eyj. 
&« dence be believed by all Diſcerning perſons, that 
* they have Need of this Doctrine, or it would 
« not have been taught, and that conſequently 
« without more. ado it may be concluded , that 
« ſome of their Articles are parts of this New 
« faith. But I ſhall wave this for Brevity-ſake; 
and {o I ſhall wave alſo many Teſtimonies of ſome 
of the Ancients, which are uſually and with good ' 
Reaſon brought to prove the plain Innovations in 
Religion, which are now Taught and PraQtifſed in 
the Roman Church. I am willing to take a ſhorter 
courſe ( and that which will bring me very home 
to them ) to demonſtrate that they have alter'd 
and adulterated the Primitive Faith, even of their 
own Church : and this I ſhall ſhew by men of their 
own, and by uſing ſome Teſtimonies out of, and 
by making tome Remarks upon ſome of the 
moſt conſiderable: men, whom they own to have 
been Biſhops of their Church in the Primitive 
ages. 

. 1. Firſt then, St. Petey and St. Pant are believed 
by them to have founded and built their Church: 
Nor can it well be denied, but they were both of 
them at Rome; and we may ſuppoſe the One to 
have been the Apoſtle of the Jewiſh, the other of 
the Gentile-Church there. But now, when the 
One calls the Scripture 4 ſure word of Prophecy, 
«nd. requires us to take heed thereunto, 2 Pet. aps

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and when the other tells us, that The whole Scripture 
is given by inſpiration of God, and is profitable for do- 
frine, for reproof, for correftion, fr inſtruction in 
righteouſneſs , that the man of God may be Perfett, 
throughly furniſht unto all good works ; How can 
we reconcile this with the late pretended Autho- 
rity and Neceſſity of Tradition ? 

When St. Peter requires us, To be ready alwayes 
to give an anſwer to ev'ry man that asheth ms a Rea- 
ſon of the Hope that is in ws; and when St Paul's 
manner was To Reaſon with men ont of the Ser ip- 
tures, opening and _— the meaning of them ;, 
How can we reconcile this with thoſe Dofrines, 
touching the Neceſſity of Hiding the Scriptures 
from the Vulgar, and the Excellence of a Blind and 
Implicite Faith ? 

When St. Peter affirms, T hat there is no Salvua- 
tion is any other, but in Chriſt only, ana no other name 
ander haven given among men , whereby we can be 
ſaved; and when St. Paul tells us, That Chriſt was 
by his ſufferings conſecrated to be our High Prieſt, that 
He intercedeth for us, and is the One onely Mediator ; 
how can we recenctle this with that Do&trine 
touching the Invocation of , and truſting in the 
Dona 2» and merits of Saints ? | 

When St. Peter tells us, That Chrift Suffered Once 
for Sins , and St. Paul agrees to it, 1hat Chriſt 
offered up himſelf a Sacrifice Once, that he was Once

r All; How can we reconcile this with the Do- 
Arine touching the daily Sacrificing of Chriſt in 
the Maſs ? 

When St. Peter taught, That through the Grace 


of 
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of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt we ſhall be ſaved , and $t, : 
Paul argued in this very Epiſtle to the Church of 
Rome, {1 hat if by Grace, then it is n9 more of works ; 
How can we reconcile this with that Dodtrine, 
about Earning and Meriting Heaven by the intrin- 
ſick value of our performances ? 

When St. Peter would have us #6 call upon the Fa. 
ther ; and St. Paul would have us Pray with the Sys. 
rit, and with the underſtanding alſo; How can we 
reconcile this with that Doctrine of Praying in 
an Unknown Tongue ? A thing ſo direaly repug- 
nant to the Apoſtles order, as 1f 1t were done out 
of meer ſpight againſt x Cor. 14. 

When One Apoſtle tells us, That we are redeemed 
not with corruptible things, as Silver and Gold ; How 
can it conſiſt with that Doctrine, about redeemin 
Souls out of pain by Eight-penny Offerings, _ 
a Luſty Legacy, as 1t our Saviour's Ve were to be 
removed, and the Goſpel were to run thus, Wo unto 
you that are Poor ? 

And when the other Apoſtle ſo often calls the 
Solid Element in the Sacrament, Bread ; how can 
it be Natural and Real F!þ ? and when he com- 
mands all men to eat of that Bread, and to drink 
of that Cup, how can we reconcile it with the 
Doctrine of Half-Communion, which they them- 
ſelves have conteſt to be contrary to the Inſtitu-. 
tion of Chriſt, and againſt the praCtice of the Pri- - |

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Briefly, when St. Peter teacheth, That the King 
's Supream, 1s 1t not New DoCtrine, that He hath 
a Supertor ? yet this is a Popiſh Principle , who- 
ſoever they be that believe it, that the King hath 
any above him, whether it be Pope or People. And 
when we hear both theſe Great Apoſtles preaching 
up the Neceſſity of Obedience to the Government, 
the one peremptorily requiring us to Honour the 
Kine, and to ſubmit our {hoes to every Ordinance of 
mas for the Lord's ſake ; and the other preſſing this 
very home, particularly to the Romans, as if he 
had foreſeen that in after-ages men of the Romiſh 
Faith would prove Traytors, and to prevent it, if 
it were poſſible, we find him charging Every ſoul, 
[ no Prieſt or Biſhop, or any: other excepted ] zo 
be ſubjett to the higher powers, and that'not only for 
wrath, but for conſcience ſake : I ſay, when theſe 
Dottrines are ſo Plain before us,may we not think, 
that they who have Sanctified Takin, and taught 
the world to be Baſe, did wholly over-look their 
Bibles ? or had a greater veneration for a Curſed 
Hildebrand, or an Ignatins Loyola, than for that 
noble pair of Apoſtles who were the Founders of 
the Church of Rome ? To be ſure, we may as ſoon 
make the Artick and Antartick Poles to meet, as 
ever reconcile the Apoſtolick Faith with the Fazth 
of our Romaniſts ( though 1t be not Theirs oxely ) 
whereby it is made lawful, forſooth, to depoſe and 
deſtroy Princes, to abſolve Subjects from their 
Oaths of Allegiance ( or to Interpret Oaths in a 
ſenſe that will ſervetheir own Turn) to raiſe Rebel- 
lions, to- blow up Parliaments, to murder Magt- 
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ſtrates, whom they call Heretical , and Biſhops 
whom. 
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whom they call Malignant, or Prerogative-men, 
and for the advantage of a wretched cauſe, to dg 
{uch other Barbarities, as render Nero, Domitian 
and Diocleſi-n kind and good-natur'd Cut-throats 
in compariſon. | 

I do not wonder, that the Papiſts care no more 
to look into the Scriptures, than a Moxkey cares to 
look into a G/aſs, ſo very ugly is the Pidwre in it, 
But the Fathers, they ſay, are all on their fide ; and 
they ſay ſo the rather, becauſe their Writings are 
in Latine or Greek, which common people cannot 
underſtand, and which every kxvwing man hath 
not time to read. Now, though to confute this 

retence, enough has been ſaid in the many Apo. 
ogies and Appeals for the Reformed Religion ; yet 
let us Examine the Truth of this a little, and fet- 
ting aſideall other Ancient Writers,let us ſee whe. 
ther the 0/4 Biſhops of Rome themſelves, that ſuc- 
ceeded the Apoſtles,will do them any good. 

2, Now St. Clement is ſuppoſed immediately tg 
have ſucceeded St. Peter as Biſhop of the Jewiſh 
Church at Rome; and we have extant two Epiſtles 
which go under his name, one whereof is confeſſed- 
ly genuine, and it was written upon this occaſion : 
There had hapned in the Corinthian Church fad 
Controverſies and Schiſms (ſuch as are now in the 
Church of Exg/and) about things not appertaining 
to Salvation. Yet theſe ſmall matters occaſioned a 
huge breach ; for the healing whereof Clement 
wrote them a moſt Excellent Epiſtle ; yet not as 
their Primate, or Biſhop, but as a charitable good 
for he expreſt his deſires touching 
the Criminals at Corinth, that they would ye/d (or

8. And as touching the ym of Infallibility, 
Pope Aarien the Sixth did plainly aſſert (and 
Bellarmine owns 1t) that the Pope might be guilty 
of down-rightHereſy,and the Cardinal doth confels 
that for above 1400 years his judgment was not 
eſteemed Infallible ; and the plain truth is, he was 
never complemented under that notion, till he got 
the Empire over Princes,and the Preferments of the 
Church into his clutches. Azeas Sylvins ( who 
himſelf was a Pope) gave this reaſon, why the 
Clergy made him Infallible above all Councils, be- 
cauſe he conld reward em well with fat promotions which 
Cauncils conld not, and had he ſued for this Title iz 
forma Payperis, and without a good Fee in his hand, 
either his Cauſe would not have been pleaded at all, 
or, by the VerdiCt of all the Fathers,he would have 
beea' preſently Caſt ; but in the Church of Rowe, 
*tis Money that doth all. 

I have been the longer upontheſe points, becauſe 
they are ſome of the main and moſt material points 
that-are, in controverſie between us,which if they 
wauldbut part with, mamy other conceits(if not all) 
would ſoon\fall tothe ground, which are now held 
up.cluefly by the »/arped Authority of the Church. 
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9. I-will not except the conceit of Tra»ſubftantia. 
tiow ( which if it were Ruin'd, would, like the 
Dragons tail, ſweep down a great many other ad. 
mired Fancies with at.)For as touching our Faith in 
this particular, we appeal to another of the Pri. 
mitive Biſhops of Rowe , Gelaſuw by name, who 
wrote an excellent Book .which 1s yet extant, and 
he wrote it upon this occaſion. The Heretick Ex. 
tiches and his followers did believe that though at 
firſt Chriſt had zwo diftint&t Natures, yet upon the 
Hzion of %em, the Humane nature was wholly 
converted info the Divine, ſothat his Humanity 
—_ and was abſorpt and twurr'd into the ſubſtance 
of his Divinity ( juſt as our Adverſaries pretend, 
that the Bread in the H. Euchariſt ceaſeth and is 
turn'd into the ſubſtance of Chriſt's Fleſh.) Pope 
Gelaſins undertook the maintenance of the Catholic 
Faith againſt theſe Hereticks, and ( which is well 
to be obſerved) to prove the real exiſtence of our 
Saviour's Humane nature, hedraws an Argument 
from the then received DoQtrine concerning. the 
nature of the Elements in the Euchariſt : And his 
words I render thus. * Yerily the Sacraments of 
<* Chriſts Body and Blood, which we receive, are a Di- 
« wine thing, becauſe by means thereof we are made 
« partakers of the divine Nature ; and yet the ſubſtance 
« or Nature of the Bread and. Wine doth not ceaſe to

other ColleQions, as *tis no very hard matterto 
make, I ſhould ſoon return more than a Full Jury 
of the Primitive Biſhops of Rome ( and thoſe good 
men and true, in compariſon) to try and clear this 
grand point, that the Errors of the modern Roma- 
nifts which we have rejeCted are ſuch, as are not to 
be reconciled with the Primitive Faith of the v 
Roman Church ; which was the third thing I under- 
took to ſhow. 
4.But we will forbear to walk further among the 
Monuments of the dead. Inſtead of that, we will, 
in the next place take a ſhort view of the vanity of 
their Pretences, who charge us with Novelere, 
Hereſie, and Schiſme, for imbracing and ſticking to 
that Reformation, which by the wonderful good 
Providence of God hath been wrought in many 
parts of the Chriſtian world, and more eſpecially 
here in this Realm, Had we broached any Doctrines 
which are really New,we had been guilty of I» 
vation : Had we violated the integrity of the 
Apoſtles Creed, we had been guilty of Herefie ; or 
had we bid defiance to the Communion of the Ca- 
tholick and Apoſtolick Church, we had been guilty 
of Schiſm, and our condition would be ſad. But the 
old. Sages of the Church, and our own Conſciences 
do bear us witneſs, that in every ofthele reſpetts 
we 
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ve are \not only- Innocent but Righteoug ; for 
ave Faithibeareth the ſame date with Chriſtianity, 
ad we have for{aken- the Church of Rome in ng 
maerial goint, but where ſhe hath for ſaken ths 
fcient Church, and indeed her own Primitive [elf 
And how are we to blame, if we have gone this, 
tho it be againſt her humour ? Is it.not yery had 
that the Governours of a Family ſhall wh Pra 
mitted to cleanſe their own houſe from filth and 
cobwebs, becauſe the next Neighbour will chuſe 
to let his habitation ly like a Nunghill ? gr isir 
got unreaſonable that one Church muſt nat be- 
towed to be a cleanly Matron, becauſe another is 
rolved to be a dirty Slut ? why, thus ſtands the 
aſe between us and our Imperjous and Unconſco- 
able Neighbours. Our Biſhops (as to their juſt 
Authority) 'ſtand upon the fame Level with the 
: of Rome, and ſo do all the Biſhops in the 
world beſide : And this is according to the 34th 
olick Canon, Now, if he will not ſuffer a 
Neſgone to come near his door,the fault is not ouys 
much good may his /5e do him, ſo he do hut 
in i. qwieely;) but neither ought it tobe an oftence 
thimafour Prelates have taken the fir/t and fog 
—_— they could take, to {weep our Chur 
ſet it to rights,as all the Churches of God were 
of od; 1 They commonly ask ps where our Faith 
was before Lather ? and we ſay, 'twas #» the Creed , 
which our Anceſtors before Luther's time believed, 
as well as we do Now ; and as faras they believed 
,{o far they were Chriſtians and Carholicks ; and, 
bfar we allow our Adverſaries to beChriitiags and

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Faith of all Chriſtians. But before the Reformaticg, 
many Errors did bear this Faith compexy, and:made 
the Table fowl! wherein the Creed was written ; and 
when we took it down to cleanſe it, we only bruſht 
off the duſt from it, ſo that ſtill our Faith was andis 
the ſame, though our Errors in other matters' ar 
thrown © out of doors. They ask us, where our 
Church was before King Her. the 8h? andwe 
tell *em *twas here in England, where it is till. But 
before King Henry's time *twas abuſed and filld with 
ſuperſtition, and Loads, and a. great deal of Trum. 
ery and unlawfull Stuff, which either theignorancy 
or the knavery and ſecular deſignes of ſome Priefts 
hadfoiſted in(and,which we hope,God in mercy did 
pardon to our fore-fathers,who did not kzow the un 
lawfullneſs of thole Wares.) And when in King Hes- 
ry's dayes a Reformation was. begun, and after was 
compleated, we did not pull down the Church over. 
our heads, but only flungout of it ſuch things as

this Foundation ;and if the Purifying ofthe Antient 
Faith be Heyefie, if the cleanſing of our Church
